CLINTON, 111., Sept. '3.— (Special.) 


Judge W. G. Cochran 'has decided 
that Mrs. Isabella Robinson Warner, 
stepmother 
of Vespasian 
Warner, 


United States commissioner of pen- 
sions, is entitled to dower and home- 
stead rights in the estate ;of,her dead 
husband, Dr. John Warner.' 


The court held that at-the time of 


his death Dr. Warner was worth $1,- 
000,000. The effect of this decision 1C 
sustained by the supreme -court, to 
which an appeal will be carried, is 
to give the widow the old Warner 
homestead In Clinton, 5200,000, and 
an annual income of .$10,000. 


No Negro Blocd 


Judge Cochrani also held in his de- 


cision that the charge made by Ves- 
pasian Warner that his stepmother 
was part negro and that the. blood of 
the children sh& bore his father was 
tainted, was; un-warr-a»t'e'd- and based' 
purely upon hearsay and rumor. 


The decision 
nullifies 
the ante- 


nuptial contract signed between Dr. 
Warner and Isabe'Hla Robinson a few 
hours before their 
marriage. 
This 


contract stipulated that after mar- 
riage Mrs. Warner was to. receivo 
$500 a year and ?10.flOO at the death 
of Dr.. Walker. Judge Cochran iheld 
that from the date of their marriage 
until 1905 Mrs. Warner -had received 
checks aggregating $44,000. from her 
husband, thus violating the contract. 


He found further that the contract 


had not been acknowledged before a 
notary public, and that, fearing .it 
would not stand the tost of the law, 
Dr. Warner, in, a will made in 1905, 
bequeathed to his widow real estate 
worth $35,000 on condition that she 
did not contest the will. 


Was Xo Deception 


Judge Carroll expressed the opinion 


that while no deception was practiced 
in drawing up the ante-nuptial con- 
tract, the wife never had an opportu- 
nity to - consider it thoroughly. He 
found also that at the time .he agreed 
to bequeath to his widow $10,000, 
Dr. Warner was worth only 531,000, 
and the settlement could not be con- 
sidered adaquatc when at his death

An Accidental Growth 


This system has grown by accident. 


The railroad corporations a'i first or- 
ganized for the purpose of building 
from one point to another in the same 
state, have developed gradually into 
great interstate systems, each system 
composed of many railroads combin- 
ed under the laws of .a single s'cate, 
oftentimes entirely alien to the region 
iri._ which., thoy are..to..operate. 
.The. 


loose fe'gislation of many states','their 
lack of control as to capitalization 
and as to incidents of operation, are 
embarrassing to the transportation of 
the entire country. Unity, simplicity 
and effectiveness can only be secured 
by tho incorporation of these 'great 
systems under national laws, in whose 
framing thoc representatives of every

To make sure that he will .be well oc- 
cupied, it has been decided also to 
establish a weekly journal of canal 
intelligence, called the" Canal -Record, 
which Mr. Bishop will most aEly edit. 
It is understood that the paper will 
even have a society crjlumn, devoted 
no doubt to..social interests at the 
Isthmus. Mr. .Bishop's long journal- 
stic experience will, of course, ren- 
der .him the .ideal director of this 
publication. Sd far as can be learned 
his salary will remain at $10,000 a 
year.—Springfield Republican.

between himself and John Brannin, 
which took place "in Young's hotel. 
Brannin and Evans were waiters and 
during;-Saturday became intoxicated- 
and got into a row. They were forced 
to leave the hotel by the proprietors 
and continued 
their 
fight outside 


While the -men were clinched, ac- 
cording -to the statements of onlook- 
ers, of w.hofa there were about 23, 
Officer Bryant began beating Evans 
and Brannin and continued to do so 
despite the cries for mercy made by 
the men until he was stopped by a 
well-known engineer who told him 
that ho would kill him if ho dia not 
quit.
